On Saturday evening the Ballet of JMasaniello was repeated after 
the Play of William Tell, and attracted a great half-price, for though 
the house was not more than half filled at whole price, when the Ballet 
commenced the pit was crowded, and the other parts of the Theatre 
were fall. The Ballet went off extremely well; the tours de furce of 
M. Theodore called forth the most rapturous plaudits, and an encore. 
We are disappointed in the Fenella uf Pauline Le Roux ; it is tame 
and ineffective ; her gesticulation is not half as expressive or energetic 
as that of Miss Keeneth inthe same character. Coulon, on the con- 
trary merits the highest praise for the beauty and expression of his 
acting, especially in the last scene, where nothing can be finer or 
more varied than his gestures, and the expression of his countenance. 
The overture which was admirably played was‘encored. It is whis- 
pered that M. Laporte has a project in agitation for the Lent Orato- 
rios, which he expects will be very attractive; it is, to add to the 
mosical charms of the Oratorios those of scenery and action, so as to 
form a complete sacred Drama. It is also said that Vestris joins this 
company on the close of her own Theatre.
